For instance, certain funds for 
tree repair at Laurel school 
couldn’t be spent, because the 
contractor has not finished his 
work on the same site. Too, 
some supplies for the school 
couldn’t be purchased, but 
they’ll have to be in hand be- 
fore the school opens next fall. 

Another factor in the saving, 
Richert said, was the fact that 
the district wound up needing 
one less classroom teacher than 
had been predicted when the 
budget was made up a year 
ago. 

The district also met delays 
in hiring a Spanish language 
consultant, with the result that 
about three months of a single 
teacher’s wages weren’t spent. 

Richert also pointed out that 
the district’s new machine ac- 
counting system has resulted 
in substantial savings in book- 
keeping costs and staff time. 

At this time last year, he 
went on to say, the district was 
two-tenths of a per cent over- 
expended.

Things, Voltaire’s Dr. Pangloss said, always turn out 
for the best, in this best of all possible worlds. 

This cheerful philosophy has lots of faults in it, but 
there are places where dire consequences of action are 
forecast, and when the events which would lead to these 
consquences are past, it’s found that, truly, things are 
really improved. 

A case in point is the Laurel school. 

Three years ago, as the Menlo Park Elementary School 
District started the ball rolling toward construction of 
this plant at Edge and Ringwood roads, cries went up: 

*“Ttll damage the residential character of the neighbor- 
hood!” said the neighbors, who forthwith figuratively 
shouldered their cudgels and girded their loins, and went 
into battle with subdivision maps, pleas before Atherton 
town and Menlo Park school district officials, and all sorts 
of other persuasive impedimenta. 

It was a long, hard pull before everybody was pacified 
and a bond issue for construction of the school could pass. 
And even then, there were doubters. 

Yet during the period during which the school has 
been under construction, the adjoining lots have all been 
built upon. 

In spite of the loudly-voiced misgivings about “de- 
struction of property values,” the addition of a school to the 
neighborhood's facilities seems rather to have made the 
area more saleable. 

We suspect that although Dr. Pangloss can often be 
proved wrong, the example of the property values around 
Laurel school won't be used as one of the prime examples’ 
of his mistakenness, by his detractors.

Postoffice Problem 
Is Near Solution 


Menlo Park’s postoffice space problem appears to be 
near solution. 

The solution arrived at appears to be satisfactory to 
just about everybody, including city officials who had 
worried that valuable land might be taken from the tax 
rate, or that a large distribution center would be imposed 
on the downtown area, along with the trucks, in and out, 
and the carriers who would leave from it to their respec- 
tive routes. 

Happily, the postoffice department has decided to 
build two units, one a “finance station” for the downtown! 
area, and the other, large one a distribution center in Bo- 
hannon Industrial Park. 

There may be mechanical problems in store for post- 
office administrators, who will have to oversee operations 
in two buildings miles apart, rather than one. However, 
the way in which they've dealt with the congestion which 
has characterized the local postoffice for the past several 
years recommends our local postal officials for the job: 

The only people who might be saddened in the slight- 
est by news that there are going to be two postoffice 
buildings, rather than one are those who, we suppose, 
might have hoped for some huge monolith of a building 
which would look nice on postal cards. 

Everybody, however, seems to agree that the new, 
two-unit set-up is the best. 

And all of the city’s postal workers, who've been. 
handicapped by a growing work load being handled in 
quarters growing less and less adequate, can look forward 
to better space conditions within the next few months. 


No Matter How It’s Done, 
Pupil Transport Costs Money 


School District trustees here last week decided to rent 
buses for most of the pupil transportation for the coming 
school year. To many people, this didn’t make sense. Why’ 
rent a bus rather than own your own? 

Quite obviously, the school district doesn’t budget its 
funds in the same manner as a family does. And it’s ob- 
servable that most families like to own their own autos 
and consider such a practice the most economical way of 
assuring individual transportation, as needed. 

The reason the school district can’t be as “economical” 
as families are, in this regard, is that it’s prevented by state 
law. from building up “transportation reserves” or “sinking 
funds” for the replacement of equipment. Nor can they 
avail themselves of the services of our many friendly 
bankers, as most car-buyers do. 

Thus, at the present time, the school district has 
some fairly well-used buses and, if all of them were to be 
replaced out of a single year’s budget, the result would be 
a noticeable jump in everybody’s tax bill. 

Whether or not bus transportation should be provided 
for youngsters hereabouts can be argued any way you 
want to. Many adults — to hear them tell it, anyhow — cus- 
tomarily walked five miles through the snow to school 
every day for years. But another group of adults lies in 
wait and fights bus service curtailment with outcries and 
statistics concerning accident rates, sidewalk widths, and 
so forth. 

Only one thing is certain about the transporting of 
youngsters to school: It costs money. 

It costs money whether dad.goes out and buys bicycles 
for his offspring, or if mom chooses to deliver the young 
ones to the school in the family car, or whether the school 
district provides it, and puts the cost on the tax bill,

‘Agricultural’ Use of Land — 
Limited by Economic Factors 


Atherton last week found it- 
self with goats on a one-acre 
homesite within the town lim- 
its and a law was cited: such 
agricultural animals can’t be 
kept unless the owner has two 
acres or more. 

The property owners who 
are maintaining the goats 
claim they’re pets. 

This could lead to controver- 
sy and partisanship and some 
accusations that Atherton’s 
administrators wish to deprive 
children of animals whose com- 
pany they enjoy. 

The fact that Athereon’s 
zoning laws are pretty strict 
has, of course, worked to the 
advantage of property values 
in the town and sentimentali- 
ty aside, the case cited last 
week points out something in 
the evolution of communi- 
ties:

Horticulture 
Grads Feted

There’s a place where popu- 
lation density is so small that 
nobody cares what happens at 
the place next door (or a quar- 
ter of a mile down the road) 
but there comes a point when 
the goings-on at the neighbors’ 
can have a real effect on pro- 
perty values, and therefore be- 
come a genuine community 
concern. 


Menlo Park Planner Bob 
Gray points out that there are 
actually cities within the cor- 
porate limits of which there 
exist such money-making agri- 
cultural enterprises as dairies 
where cows are kept, and 
homes with rows of rabbit 
hutches behind them. 


In these communities, how- 
ever, there are seldom any zon- 
ing ordinances; it’s only when 
property values rise, and when 
people find themselves living 
in homes built side by side 
that they start getting concern- 
ed about the sounds and smells 
from next door. 

The use of the land is pret- 
ty often self-regulating, accord- 
ing to Gray. 

Fhe man with the rabbits 
on the back of his lot might * 
find, when he’s got neigh- 
bors close enough to com- 
plain, that he can make more 
money out of selling off the. 
back half of the lot where 
the rabbits are kept. 


And the dairyman might 
find that the feed lot for his 
cows is worth 25 or 30 cents a 
square foot, and that-his cows 
really don’t eat any better than 
they would in some less rari- 
fied zone. 

Meanwhile, most city zoning 
ordinances are set up to pro- 
tect vested interests. 

Three years ago, for instance, 
it was still possible to see 
chickens walking around: in a 
yard a half a block off Santa 
Cruz avenue. They’d been 
there since before there was 
any zoning and were therefore 
“legal.” 

Had the property owner 
seen fit to discontinue the 
maintenance of chickens and 
let the use lapse, however, he 
might have had trouble rein- 
stituting it, the planner says. 

The “break-over’ point 
where the animal loses its 
identity as an agricultural 
creature and becomes a pet 
isn’t entirely clear. 

“I call the city attorney 
when faced with a question 
of that kind,” Gray says. 

“On the other hand,” he con- 

tinues, “if I have land which 
cost $1 a square foot — as it 
does in Menlo Park — I’m not 
going to use it for raising hay 
for agricultural animals. It 
would be uneconomical.” 

One “agricultural” type of 
endeavor is never challenged. 
That’s the planting and main- 
tenance of fruit trees in one’s 
yard. 

It’s true that many people 
raise such trees for money and 
the housewife who saves the 
price of a lot of canned goods 
by raising her own peaches 
and pears shows a profit. 

But, Gray says, the decora- 
tive character of fruit trees is 
considered overriding in this 
case and it’s pretty obvious 
that a residential zone doesn’t 
amount to much without trees. 

The city, however, has re- 
frained from setting out fruit 
trees along the sides of streets. 

“I know of one communi- 
ely where they did that,” 
Gray recalls. “That was Ala- 
meda, 

“Let’s face it: boys will be 
boys. They used to break a 
lot of limbs climbing around 
to get at. the fruit, and some- 
times they’d carry portions 
of the tree away. 

“The city has to prune the 
trees every year, to keep van- 
dalism down.” 

At any rate, it would seem 
that when people come in, ani- 
mals are on the way out as 
moneymaking adjuncts. to the 
home. 

Horses, cows and the like 
can be maintained but — as in 
Woodside — one has to consid- 
er and set up zoning for the 
maintenance of such animals, 
which. really only can be con- 
sidered pets in view of the high 
value of the land they occupy.

tunately, was that Callan was 
the chief blocker of an across- 
the-board pay raise for county 
employees — which he wasn’t. 
This action came direct from 
the Civil Service Commission 
and we’re told without any 
“orders” or suggestions from 
the supervisors. 

Too, the recent annexation 
and multi-million dollar devel- 
opment program in Daly City 
gave some voters the idea that 
Callan was “too rich” to serve 
on the board. Actually it is his 
sons who head the develop. 
ment firm. 

The main reason for Cal- 
lan’s drop in popularity, if 
such is the case, is because 
his vast interests seem to; in- 
volve him in so many actions 
that come before the board. 


It is true that Callan owns 
more parcels of land in the 
county than any other person. 
On occasions when some of his 
property is involved in zoning 
or other decisions he refrains: 
from voting, but still the peo- 
ple apparently think he is too 
involved to serve on the board: 
But don’t. sell the veteran su- 
pervisor short. He was only 
less than 3000 votes behind the 
top spot and will be battling 
strong between. now and: No- 
vember. But so will Fitzgerald. 

Surprising to. some but not 
to veteran observers, the 
strong win by Supervisor 
William M. Werder assured 
this insurance executive of 
another four-year term. with- 
out a runoff. His chief oppo- 
nent, Sheriff's Sergeant 
James L. White, ran a poor 
second, while John P. Con- 
nors of East Palo Alto. ran a 
stronger third than most 
people predicted. 

We had Werder down for a: 
good long-shot bet to take: all 
the. marbles. but his 15,000- 
vote margin over the field sur- 
prised us somewhat. 

We were offered a bet the 
day before the election that 
Werder would poll between 
65,000 and 70,000, White would 
get about 27,000 and Connors 
about 10,000, With the: vote 
turnout being somewhat below 
estimates, this fellow had his 
percentages of totals about 
right. At least. he and several 
others cashed in when they put 
it on the line for Werder to 
win if all at the primary. 

No one was predicting that 
Alvin S. Hatch of Half Moon 
Bay could lose his supervisor 
seat which he has held for 24 
years. He led in the early 
counting as did Werder, and 
went on to win handily. No sur- 
prise in that race. Probably the 
hardest surprise to take was 
that of John J. Romano of San 
Bruno, who ran a “lousy” third 
as he put in. 

If we had been quoting vote 
totals before the election, we 
doubt if we would have given 
him as many as he received: 

It was “surprising” — or 
more of a disappointment —- 
that Attorney James T. 0’: 
Keefe id not win the judge- 
ship job at the primary. Act- 
ually it shouldn’t have been 
a shock because it is almost 
unheard of that a man in his 
first political race can top 
three quite well known op- 
ponents. 

O’Keefe is to be congratulat- 
ed.on his splendid race, getting 
47,872 votes to 21,535 for his 
nearest opponent, Louis E. 
Wexler, who will battle it out 
in the fall. It: looks like a cineh 
for O’Keefe but not one can 
tell about elections. Rumors 
had it that an unealled-for at- 
tack was put out against 0’- 
Keefe in the last few days be- 
fore election but that is to be’ 
expected in any kind of race. 

We can’t see where there 
was any “organized” opposition 
to the incumbent board ‘of su- 
pervisors. The great finish by 
Fitzgerald, generally, can be 
traced to the reasons we set out 
above rather than the cost of 
county. government. 

With Werder and Hatch both 
winning, probably not as great 
as previously, there was an ‘in- 
dication that taxpayers were 
looking: for some relief in al- 
most unknowns. But most’of 
the. voters evidently felt that 


the. present board was doing’ 


what-it could to keep tax costs 
down as much as possible. 

So it’s back to the roast beef 
and chicken cireuit for Attor- 
neys O’Keefe and Wexler and’ 
Callan and Fitzgerald. And if 
you think that circuit is not a 
tough one, ask the ‘candidates 
or their wives or their cam- 
paign managers. Especially 


when 20 to 30 politicians show| 


up. and sometimes outnumber 
the audience. However, we will 
say that some of the group 


meetings this year were fairly’ 


well attended. 
Party sponsored: leaders for 


congress, senate and assembly’ 


eame through with flying col- 


ors—all claiming victory in No-' 
vember. But there apparently’ 
are going to be some good 


fights, particularly that Young: 
er-Kaster battle for congress 
and Francis-Hardgrove for as- 
sembly.

Mrs. Weiberg said she felt 
that residents as well as teach- 
ers could participate in the 
program and has urged that 
all interested residents contact 
her through the Hillview 
school office.
